IS THE CHURCH NECESSARY ? 


Too many people have answered the above quest- 
tion in the negative, and have emphasized their atti- 
tude by their refusing to have anything to do with the 
church, except, of course, in the most important events 
in life, baptism, marriage, sickness and death. 

Then they feel the need of the church and do not 
hesitate to avail themselves of the services that the 
church has to offer. But in the main the general atti- 
tude of the man in the street toward the church is one 
of studied indifference. 

One wonders why this should be, for it is from 
Christianity that the sense of social obli;;ation springs 
and the concern of the church in this fi>.1 hes proved 
to be infectious, whether that debt be «cknowledged 
or not. 

The church has given the lead in many fields of 
social advance; from the days of the anti-slavery move- 
ment to the early days of the labor movement, the 
church and church members have given superb leader- 
ship. 

Today many groups pee parties outside the church 
have adopted own orm what was originally 
the specifically Christian concern for social justice and 
betterment 

The lebor movement today is almost entirely di- 
vorced from any profession of religion and refuses to 
give due credit to the church for her share in the im- 
provement in social conditions.
